SlTitlARY, 


The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  popiilation  was  21,960 
compared  with  21,560  in  1963,  The  number  of  live  births  rose  from  395  in 
1963  to  409  in  1964  giving  a cinido  birth  rate  of  18,6,  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales,  was  18,4* 

There  were  4 still-births  compared  with  13  in  1963#  giving  a still-birth 
rate  per  1,000  live  and  still-births  of  9«7« 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  254  compared  with  277  in  1963»  256  in 
1962  and  302  in  1961,  The  crude  death-rate  was  11,6  per  1,000  population. 

The  ’’corrected”  death  rate  was  11  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
of  11.3. 

There  were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth. 

It  will  be  seen  that  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
accounted  for  136  deaths  ( a fall  of  24  compared  with  1963^  and  cancer  for 
50  (a  rise  of  9).  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Diphtheria,  Wlnoping  Cough, 
Measles  or  Polionyelitis,  9 deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia,  13  to  bronchitis 
and  8 to  accidents.  There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis,  compared  with 
none  in  1963»  2 in  1962,  1 in  1961  and  1 in  I960, 

There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  a year  old,  compared  with  4 in 
1963,  10  in  1962,  9 in  1961  and  5 in  I960,  Two  were  under  a week  old. 

There  were  6 new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  (5  Pulmonary  Cases  and 
1 of  Tuberculosis  of  organs  other  than  the  lungs),  compared  with  6 in  1963f 
8 in  1962,  22  in  1961  and  22  in  I960, 

There  were  223  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  (excluding  tuberculosis) 
with  9 deaths,  all  from  pne\imonia.  Measles  totalled  190  cases.  There  were 
no  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  There  were  16  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  4 cases 
of  scarlet  fever  of  a mild  type.  One  case  of  dysentery  was  notified. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  the  campaign  for  the  protection  of 
children  against  tuberculosis  and  poliomyelitis.

The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  shows  a slight  rise  whilst  tliat  for 
Holywell  Rural  District  also  shows  a rise.  The  number  of  live-births  was 
409  compared  with  393  in  1963.  There  were  22  illegitimate  births,  which  was 
identical  with  the  1963  figure,  and  compares  with  23  in  1962,  The  comparability 
factor  being  1,10,  the  coirected  birth  rate  is  per  18,8  per  1,000  population.

The  mmber  of  still-births  was  4 compared  with  13  in  1963  and  15  in  1962, 
The  rate  was  considerably  less  than  that  for  England  and  liales  and  a great 
impTOvement  on  the  1963  figure, 

I believe  that  this  number  could  be  reduced  if  prospective  mothers  made 
full  use  of  the  facilities  available  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  — 
antenatal  attention  either  fixDm  the  Family  Doctor,  the  County  Council’s  Clinics, 
or  from  the  Hospitals'  Clinics.  These  services  are  now  more  used  than  they 
used  to  be.  It  must  be  accepted,  however,  that  with  a high  birth  rate,  there 
must  be  a mmber  of  still-births.

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  the  death  rate  as  compared  with  1963. 
There  were  254  deaths  compared  ;m.th  277  in  1963  and  256  in  1962,  Applying  the 
Registrar  General's  comparability  factor  (which  helps  to  make  a true  comparison 
between  the  rates  in  the  various  areas  of  the  country)  the  death  rate  is  reduced 
to  11,0  per  1,000  population,  which  compares  favoiirably  with  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

There  was  one  , death  from  Tuberculosis,  compared  with  none  in  1965,  2 in 
1 962  and  1 in  1 961 • 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart 
and  cirulatory  system,  with  156  deaths,  24  less  tlian  in  the  previous  year, followed 
by  Cancer  of  one  type  or  another,  with  49  deaths,  8 more  than  in  1965.  Cancer 
of  the  l\mg  acco\mted  for  14  deaths,  compared  with  11  in  1965.  Of  deaths  due  to 
infectious  or  notifiable  diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  9 were  caused  by 
Pneumonia  and  15  by  bronchitis.  Motor  accidents  accoimted  for  4 deaths,  and 
other  accidents  caused  4 deaths.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Dipiitheria,  \^hooping 
Cou^,  Poliomyelitis,  There  was  1 s\rLcide,

The  sewering  of  Caerwys  Village  and  the  construction  of  a new  Sc'wage 
Disposal  Works,  ^ 

TT  a,  ^ Sewcragc  Scheme,  which  involved  the  laying  of  sewers  for 

iiostyn  Village  and  a new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  near  The  Cob, 

A Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Dannerch  Sewerage  Scliene, 

General  Works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  at  all  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
Public  Cleansing. 

The  direct  labour  scheme  for  the  collection  of  wet  and  dry  refuse 
throughout  the  district  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Pour  dry  refuse  collection  vehicles,  which  include  a compression  type 
loader,  and  two  gulley  emp tiers  continue  in  regular  operation.  One  of  the 
side  loaders  is  also  fitted  with  a nightsoil  tank  to  enable  wet  and  dry 
refuse  to  be  collected  in  the  sparsely  populated  parts  of  the  area.  One  of 

he  gulley  emptiers  is  almost  exclusively  employed  in  the  emptying  of  private 
cesspools. 

It  is  hoped  next  year  to  replace  one  of  the  old  side  loaders  with  another 
compression  type  loader  of  greater  capacity.  This  will  facilitate  still  further 
the  collection  of  the  very  loose  papery  refuse  that  is  prevalent  these  days, 

A pilot  scheme  for  the  collection  of  household  refuse  by  the  Paper  Sack 
method  is  to  be  instituted  in  the  Now  Year,  It  will  be  operated  on  some  of 
the  Council's  Housing  Estates  and  will  take  in  510  properties, 

^0  disposal  sites  wore  used  during  the  year  for  the  tipping  of  refuse. 

One  little  used  tip  was  vacated  during  the  autumn  and  as  it  is  intended  to 
centralise  the  oipping  at  the  two  sites  situated  at  Ilalkyn  Mountain  and  Most3ni, 
it  was  not  necessary  to  find  a replacement  site. 

The  delivery  of  an  industrial  type  tractor  during  October  has  greatly 
improved  the  condition  of  the  tips. 

The  spare  gulley  emptier  was  again  greatly  used  during  the  year  on  hire 
for  the  emptying  of  private  cesspools,  Tlie  charge  was  again  reduced  from 
the  commencement  of  the  financial  year.  In  all  approximately  510  tanks  were 
emptied,  which  is  an  increase  of  about  13  per  cent,  over  last  yeari

The  inspection  of  houses,  as  the  result  of  complaints  and  by  routine 
surveying  continued  during  the  year,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Acts, 

Many  dwellings  were  examined  with  a view  to  representation  under  Section 
16  and  17  of  tlie  1957  Housing  Act  i,e,  the  closure  and  demolition  of  unfit 
properties. 


Detailed  surveys  and  house  to  house  inspection  wore  carried  out  in  the 
Mostyn  area  in  continuance  of  the  Council's  Slun  Clearance  progracno.  In  all 
75  houses  were  inspected  and  placed  in  8 Clearance  /iroas,  as  follows:-

The  above  houses,  together  with  the  48  properties  at  Tai  Trevor,  Llanorchynor, 
on  which  a confimed  Clearance  Order  is  operative,  now  total  125,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  clearance  of  the  sites  can  be  affected  during  the  next  ti-felve 
nonths • 


The  Slim  Clearance  work  will  continue  next  year  when  a sinilar  nunbor  of 
properties  will  be  dealt  with, 

A siorvey  of  the  caravans  and  chalets  situated  on  The  Warren,  Talacre,  was 
also  carried  out  during  the  latter  lialf  of  the  year  to  ascertain  the  general 
condition  of  the  structures  and  the  nunbers  of  fanilies  residing  in  then 
permanently.

. of  the  premises  still  have  to  register  under  tho  Act,  and  they  ai?e 

being  pickea  up  during  the  course  of  routine  inspections, 

iho  problem  of  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  in  some  of  the 
icensed  promises  has  again  been  taken  up  with  the  Breweries  concerned.  Full 
co-opcration  has  been  received  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  new  and  improved 
smiit^  conveniences  provided.  The  provision  of  a public  sewer  in  the 
vicinity  greatly  facilitates  the  provision  of  better  accomodation,  but  in 
one  or  t\-ro  inst^ces  in  the  outlying  areas  where  a sewer  is  not  available  and 
lane  is  restricted  pail  closets  still  have  to  be  endured, 

4-1.  •n''^  applications  wore  received  mider  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  registration  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice  cream.  The  only  manufacturer  in  tho  area  gave  up  his  business  during  the 

year,  but  a soft  ice  cream  van  has  started  operating  from  one  of  the  shops  in 
the  area,  ^ 

Slaufrhtorhouses  . 

Regular  slaughtering  has  continued  throughout  the  year  at  the  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The  promises  were  operated  reasonably 
satisfactorily  and  little  cause  for  complaint  was  found. 

Many  hours  have  been  spent  outside  normal  office  hours  on  tho  inspection 
of  carcases  under  the  provisions  of  the  Heat  Inspection  Regulations  1963.  Tliis 

work  continues  to  increase  as  can  be  seen  by  the  number  of  animals  inspected  and 
detailed  below. 


Tho  increased  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  as  follows

Sheep  and  La::ibs  - an  increase  of  48^ 

V/eek-end  slaughtering  has  been  a regular  feature  at  both  slaughtorlTOuses 
throughout  tho  year.

During  tlie  year  there  were  5 new  cases  of  piilnonary  tuberculosis  notified, 
and  1 case  of  non-pulnonary  tuberculosis,  total  of  6 compared  with  8 in  1963, 

8 in  1 962  and  22  in  1 961 . 

There  was  1 death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  no  deaths  from  non- 
pulnonary  tuberculosis. 

The  close  co-operation  existing  between  general  practitioners,  the  Chest 
Physicians  and  the  County  Council  Health  Visiting  Staff  is  loading  to  the 
earlier  diagnosis  of  tuberculous  cases,  and  tlieir  quicker  restoration  to  good 
health.  The  housing  conditions  of  some  of  the  notified  cases  are  poor,  and 
I trust  tliat  the  Housing  Committee  will  continue  to  give  such  cases  sympathetic 
consideration. 

During  1964  a Hass  X-Ray  Unit  "B"  of  the  Helsh  Regional  Hospital  Board 
visited  the  county  and  operated  mainly  in  works  and  factories.  The  response 
of  the  public  to  this  valuable  service  was  good. 

From  July,  1957,  the  Semi-static  Hass  X-Ray  Unit  "G"  began  to  operate  in 
the  county,  visiting  Rliyl,  IIol3rwell,  Shotton  and  Hold  - one  day  being  spent 
in  each  place  every  tliroe  weeks.  Adults  can  visit  the  Unit,  with  or  without 
a doctor's  note.  The  response  so  far  has  been  good.  The  attendances  were  as

B,C,G,  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis, 

During  1956  the  County  Council  as  the  local  Health  Authority  introduced 
a scheme  for  the  protection  of  schoolchildren  between  13  and  14  years  against 
Tuberculosis,  The  object  of  B,C,G,  irxiunisation  is  to  give  a child  on 
artificial  immunity  or  protection  where  no  natural  protection  exists.  The 
procedure  consists  of  skin-testing  the  child  with  Tuberculin,  The  result  of 
this  test  shows  whether  the  cliild  lias  a natural  or  acquired  protection,  or  has 
no  protection  at  all.  If  there  is  no  protection,  the  cliild  is  given  one 
injection  into  the  slcLn  of  the  upper  arm.  In  a few  weeks  a small  scab  forms 
and  falls  off  and  tho  procedure  is  now  completed.  In  1959  the  scheme  was 
extended  to  protect  children  over  14  years  and  included  students.  In  1961 
vaccination  was  offered  to  cliildren  betvrcen  12  and  14  years. 

During  1964  1882  children  were  tested  and  1114  were  given  tho  necessary 
injection.  It  is  proposed  to  extend  tho  scheme  so  tliat  all  children,  by  the 
time  they  leave  scliool,  will  be  reasonably  well  protected,  Tho  written  consent 
of  the  parent  or  guardian  is  necessary  in  each  case.

hero  wore  4 cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  a mild  type.  TJ-icre  were  190  cases 
01  measles  with  no  deaths,  wMch  is  a large  increase  on  1963.  Must  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  June,  which  is  most  unusual.  There  were  10  cases  of 
pnemonia,  with  9 deaths.  As  is  usual  in  this  complaint,  the  deaths  occurred 
in  the  very  young  and  the  elderly.  There  wore  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  no 
coaths  from  Influenza,  There  was  1 case  of  Dysenteiy  and  1 case  of  Pood 
Poisoning,  There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,

Two  cases  wore  dealt  -with  under  the  above  Acts# 

One  was  an  old  lady  living  alone  in  an  isolated  house,  together  with 
a savage  dog.  She  was  in  failing  health  and  needed  hospital  treatnent.  After 
much  persuasion,  she  agreed  to  enter  hospital,  and  a place  was  fo-und  for  her 
at  Mold  Cottage  Hospital,  The  dog  was  dealt  with  by  the  local  R.S.P.C.A, 

Officer, 

The  other  case  was  also  an  elderly  woman  who  needed  hospital  trea-tuent, 
but  ref\ised  to  go.  She  tad  only  recently  moved  into  the  district.  She  was 
removed  to  Llues-ty  General  Hospital,  on  a magistrate's  order. 

Supervision  of  many  cases  of  elderly  people  living  alone  was  carried  out 
throughout  the  year, 

Anti--poliomvelitis  Vaccination, 

Protection  against  Poliomyelitis  was  introduced  in  1956,  Supplies  of  the 
necessary  material  were  limited,  and  in  the  first  year,  only  506  children 
in  the  County  had  received  the  two  injections.  During  1957,  supplies  of 
vaccine  were  better  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  5,461  children  had  been  protected. 
In  November,  1957»  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  announced  that  protection  was  to 
bo  offered  to  all  cliildren  betx^-een  six  months  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  to 
expectant  mothers,  some  hospital  staff,  ambulance  staff  and  families  and  to 
general  practitioners  and  thejr  families,  as  these  persons  faced  greater  idsks 
than  did  the  rest  of  the  corjmuni-ty.  Vaccination  continued  tliroughout  1958, 
and  during  the  year  12,457  children  were  protected,  making  a total  of  16,224 
from  the  inception  of  -the  scheme.  Most  of  the  w^ork  was  done  at  Clinics  and 
Schools,  In  July, 1958,  the  upper  age  limit  was  raised  to  25  years,  so  that 
young  adults  could  be  protected.  To  encourage  this  group  to  come  forward, 
visits  were  made  to  their  places  of  work,  and  the  injections  were  done  there, 
campaign  started  in  1959  and  during  the  year  21,021  persons  had  the  two 
injections.  By  the  end  of  1959  the  number  of  persons  protected  since  the 
campaign  started  in  1956  totalled  57,255,  In  I960  the  work  was  continued,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  over  93  per  cent  of  cliildren  be-tween  5 and  15  years  had 
been  protected#  In  March,  the  age  limit  was  raised  from  25  to  40  years.  Many 
extra  clinic  sessions  were  held,  to  deal  with  the  numbers  vfho  came  forward.  At 
the  end  of  I960,  57,147  persons  in  the  Co-unty  bad  ha-d  the  three  injections. 

By  the  end  of  1961,  89.5  per  cent  of  children  under  15  years  had  been 
vaccinated.  In  April,  1961  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  recommended  a fourth 
(or  booster)  dose  for  children  between  5 and  11  years.  The  acceptance  rate 
for  tills  was  liigh.  This  fourth  dose  had  to  be  given  before  the  summer  holidays 
and  10,296  children  were  given  the  injections  at  school.  In  October,  1961,  the 
Minister  of  Health  approved  the  Sabin  (oral)  vaccine  but  this  was  not  available 
by  the  end  of  1 951 . 

Prom  1956  until  the  end  of  1961,  55,330  persons  in  the  Co-unty  had  had  -two 
injections,  45,445  had  had  tlireo  injections  and  10,296  had  had  four. 

In  1962,  oral  vaccine  was  introduced  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  1768  persons 
had  received  it,  mainly  infants  and  cliildren  uii  to  15  years.  The  oral  vaccine 
was  well  received  by  the  children  and  their  parents.  It  is  easy  to  administer, 
and  there  arc  no  after  effects. 

By  the  end  of  1963,  21,054  children  be-twoen  5 and  15  years  had  been  fully 
protected  against  Poliomyelitis  - 80,5  per  cent  of  the  school  population, 

D\iring  1964  415  infants  received  the  vaccine  against  Poliomyelitis,  1400 
children  and  adults  received  booster  doses  of  vaccine.
